The president reined in his horse, looked 
sharply about, ‘and not hearing any noise 
he put spurs to his horas and galloped 
home. 
Wilkie Hurries to Oyster Bay. 

The incident occurred while the president 
was returning homeward from his ride just 
before he reached hig own grounds. At this 
point the road skirts a shore of the bay and 
plunges abruptly into a dense woods. 
The president reported the incident to the 
secret service men, and Chief Wilkie hurried 
here yesterday from Washington. He con- 
suited his subordinates and the whole force 
started on a hunt after the alleged assaxsin. 
The capture of the crank, fully armed, 
this aftermoon,; bore out the story~— 
which had been kept secret until today—as 
the man may have been prowling about 
Sagamore Hill for séveral days. 
Chief James Sloen, of the secret service 


b. force was on duty at Sagamore Hil! late this 


afternoon with his agsistant, Agent Adams. 
Suddenly Sloan saw & man trudging up the 
steep gravel road that winds from the 
entrance to the president’s grounds to the 
house. The man was carrying a satchel and 
looking furtively to the right and left. As 
itis against the rules to allow pedestrians on 
the president’s grounds, Sloan quickly ad- 
vanced to the man. 

** What do you want?'’ asked Sloan. 


Fights Secret Service Guards. 

For answer the man’s hand went quickly 
to his hip pocket. Adams by this time had 
come up, and before the stranger's hand 
got to his pocket both secret service men 
grabbed him. The man struggled, but the 
guards were too much for him, and threw 
him to the ground. Sloan then took the re- 
volver out of the man’s pocket. 

‘*T want to'see the president; let me get to 
the president,”’ the man shouted. “ It's an 
outrage, for: you to take my irevolver from 
I havea right to carry it, as lam an 


me. 
officer.** 
When the guards had disarmed the man 
and allowed fim to rise he took a soiled 
card out of his pocket and handed it to Sloan. 
On it was printed the name, “John Coughlin,” 
and under it the word ‘ officer."’ 

“ Why do you want to see the president?” 
asked Sloan, | 
Because," said the man, ‘It's a @— 
shame the way the policemen have been 
shooting those yeggmen in Boston. I came 
here from Boston, where I have been in- 
vestigating that shooting, and I know the 
police were pers@cuting those men. I want 
to see the president, dnd put the whole mat- 
ter before him, so you had better give me 
beck my gun.” 

His Name Also “St. Patrick.”’ 
Sioan handed the man over to Adams while 
he went to the phone and called up the village 
garage and, had one of the government auto- 
mobiles hurried to the hill.

Falardeau was shot to death on Aug. 31 
and Greigél was beaten todeath last Wednes- 
day or Thursday with a basebai! bat.

night. 

The apparent solution of the two killings 
came. out of the confession of an accomplice 
and the identification of Kapusta’s picture by 
Mrs. Jennie Hayman, Greigefs landlady. 
She said it was the picture of the man who 
had been befriended by Greigel. 


Kapusta Named in Confessions. 
Yesterday Lieut. Duffy of the Rawson 
street station procured the . picture of 
Kapusta, who is also known as “ Cabbage,”’ 
from the latter's mother, who, the police 
say; admitted belief in her! sdn's guilt of 
the murdéers. The photograph was shown 
to Mrs. Hayman and she readily identified 
it as the “ short’ man who had roomed next 
to Greigel and who had been ajlded by Greige!. 
A few hours later, with this much to work. 
on, the police told Frank Leo Pianowski. 
and Adam Tobias, suspects; regarding the’ 
web of evidence they were weaving around 
Kapusta, and Instantly Pianowski thade a 
confession| in which he charged Kapusta 
with planhing the murder of: Falardeau. 
Then both the suspects charged Kapusta 
with firing’ the shot which ended the life of 
the candy store keeper, : 


Murder of Falardeau Described. 
Piapowski said that he and! Tobias met 
Kapusta at West Chicago ayenue and May 
street a few hours before the murder of 
the Frenchman, and that Kapusta told them 
of an “ edsy place ” to get some money. ‘He 
told them of the store, and said that at that 
time it probably would be empty of cus- 
tomers. 

They all went to the place, amd Kapusta, 
according to his companions, asked for five 
pennies with which to play a gum slot ma- 
chine, When Falardeau turned to wait on 
him al! three drew their revolvers and point- 
ed them at him. The Frenchman ran back 
and seized his own pistol, and Kapusta, with-. 
fa hesitation, fired. All three ran out, fol- 
lowed by Falardeay, who Groped dead just 
outside hig store. 

While Kapusta succeeded in eluding the 
police, his accomplices were arrested a few 
hours later on descriptions given by wit- 
heeses of their flight, and have since been 
held by the police. 


Greigel Beaten to Death. 
The Greigel murder was committed on 
Wednesday or Thursday of'last week and 
Was discovered by Mrs. Hayman and the 
police Friday night. The victim, who was a 
grain trimmer, had been beaten fo death with , 
& baseball bat. 
The murderer in this latter case took $100 
which the victim had received ftom his 
mother at Westville, IL, a few! days before 
as a wedding present, The money was to 
have been used by Greigel and his pros- 
pective bride to pay the wen ey Ge of a honey- 
moon trip. 
Kapusta was seen yesterday at West Madi- 
ton and Ada streets by an! acquaintance. 
According to his*parents, the police assert, 
Kapusta frequentiy returned home drunk 
and would beat them until they gave him

NEAR DEATH huts TYPHOID

Omaha, Neb., Sept. 7.+In gonnection with 
the death of Dr. Frederick Rustin,the surgeon 
who was found shot on his porch in Omaha 
fast week, an Omaha newspaper today prints 
a story of alleged former attempts of Dr. 
Rustin to commit suicide in ways probably 
never before used by any one attempting. to 
kill themselves. The paper says: 

“ Dr. Rustin had before attempted to com- 
mit suicide in a manner so cleverly ahd cun- 
ningly devised &s to avoid the appearance of 
suicide and which wag so novel and unique 
in the method employed! that it probably is 
without a parallel in suicidal annals. | 

“Dr. Rustin inoculated himself with the 
backli of typhoid fever. for the purpope of 
taking his own life, was stricken with the 
fever, and was so near dead that the attend- 
ing physicians despaired of his life. 


Also Used Lockjaw Germs, 

“It is also stated at that time he inoculated 
himself with the germs of tetanus, or lock- 
jaw, as well, but the effects of this were 
overcome by the typhoid. 

“In May, 1906. Rustin obtained from the 
bactcriologica!l laboratory of the University 
of Chicago two test tubes containing pure 
cultures, one of tentanus bacillus, of lock- 
jaw, and the other malignant typhoid fever. 
These test tubes he carried in his pocket and 
exhibited them gto his friends, telling them 
that if he put a little of the typhold germs 
into their beer they would have typhoid 
fever within two weeks, or if he ecratched 
them and put the tetanus bacilli in the wound 
they would die of lockjaw, 

‘Shortly after that Dr. Rustin didwes 
evidences of typhoid fever. He also com- 
plained of having been bitten on the leg by a 
dog and exhibited|a sear. It is thought poss!- 
ble that he infected this wound with the 
lockjaw germ and also that they were 
overcome by the typhoid fever. Dr. Rustin 
became seriously; ill with the typhoid. Physt- 
clans were in attendance night and day. 
He sank lower and lower until finally the 
attending physicians, having done every- 
thing possible, gave him up and expressed 
their opinion that|he could not recover,

ly influenced by his environment, and Mr.. 


Taft's long service upon the bench has led 
him to undcerrate the importance of the Jury 
system. In his address 
Yale, entitled “A Judge on the Bench,” he 


shows a Gecided leaning toward an in¢rease | 
| of the authority of the judge, and praisesithe 
| procedure in thé federal court at the expense 


of the western courts, even though he admits 
that ‘the jury,syetem popularizes the court. 
and gives the people to understand that they 
have not only an interest but algo a part in 
the administration of justice.’ 


Says Taft Is in Error. 

‘* He has fallen into the error of assuming 
that any improvement in the method of: 
court procedure is an attack upon the au- 
thority of the court. This is an ancient 
method of opposing reforms. 

“Tt is not a reflection upon the judge of 
a Criminal court to say that he shall not 
decide upon the guilt of the accused. Our 
Criminal courts are the better, not the worse, 
for the substitution of trial by jury. 

** It must be remembered, too, that In cases 
‘of indirect centempt, the charge is a crimi- 


or imprisonment. All the reasons that ap- 
ply to criminal cases apply to these cases of 
indirect contempt, and the abuses to be re- 
moved by the proposed law are those that 
have grown up because of the increased 
tendency ‘of the great corporations to use 
the writ of injunction to avoid the jury trial.’’, 
If jury trials gre not provided in contempt 
cases Mr. Bryan fears that the entire jury 
system is in danger. 

** While the laboring men,.”’ he said, “ kave 
been the first to complain of this denial of 
the right of trial by jury in cases of indirect 
contempt, it ought-not to be considered a: 
labor question. The jury system is so. es 
a ' , , 
sential to the administration of justice that 
the subject ought to appeal to all who make 
a study of the science of government... The 
jury system must be preserved, and we dan-

Aims of Democratic Party. 

Mr. Bryan then brought his speech to a 
close with a picture of democratic aims.

Now, Mr. Gompers agrees with me 
that wnions ought to go intd politics, but 
I don’t agree with him onthe way they 
Gught| to go! into politics. and. inasmuch 
as he was wrang and I was right before, 
maybe he is wrdng now and I am right now. 

“Mr. Gompefs thinks that the right way 
is for all labor! unions to lay their votes in 
his basket, like a lot of good, dutiful polit- 
fecal hens, and for him to take his basket to 
market and peddle the contents to the repub- 
lican party or to the democratic party. The 
objections to) this plan are Many and they 
are convincing; and conclusive.

He arrived from 
Brand's park promptly at 9 o'clock, the ap- 
pointed hour. But Mr. Gompers wasn't 
there, and the committee In charge of things 
deciced that the dinner coukin’t go on with- 
out Mr. Gompers. So the peerless leader 
waited. If he didn’t Ike it he didn’t mention 
the fact—possibly because he was having a 
hard timle keeping awake.

Two Sections of Parade Meet. 


A long line of team#ters’ unions drew up 
behind the stockyardse men and while these 
were passing the reviewing stand the head 
of the parade passed in its countérmarch 
north from Sixteenth street to Randolph, 
Washington, and Madison streets. The coun- 
termarch was made in a little less than an 
hour, the parade being delayed on Michigan 
avenue on account of the imperfect police 
arrangements. 

‘The Amalgamated Society of Carpenters 
and Joiners wae headed by a band and the 
two carriages of old age pensioners of the 
union. There waa a big turnout of the bridge 
and structural iron workers’ union, which 
had 500 members in Hine, practically the en- 
tire membership. | The cement finishers also 
made a good) showing, attired in white caps 
and light blue shirts. 

The rear of the procession was brought up 
by the interior freight handlers, iron molders, 
barbers, florists, fiat janitors, and 200 south 
side street car men and car workers. At 
Canal street and Jackson boulevard, where 
the parade moved/without.a hitch, the entire 
procession passed in ome hour. 


Bryan Is Enthusiastic. 


The parade wap reviewed by Mr. Bryan 
with an enthusiasm Which would have af- 
forded grounds for the belief that he never 
had seen one before. At its conclusion he 
yielded to the clamors of the crowd and made 
a speech, praising labor unions for the bene- 
fits they obtained for workingmen in genera] 
and commending the observation of Labor 
day. 

Previous calis for a epeech were made dur- 
ing a break in the parade, and were met by a 
refusal from Mr. Bryan. ‘I am too far 
away,’ he said; “’ you can’t hear me.”’ But 
the crowd insisted that it could. 

When the last wagon had passed Mr. Bryan 
spoke, holding his hatin one hand and in 
the other a union label bun which some one 
head thrown from a bahers’ flcat. 


Text of Nebraskan’s Speech. 


“I acoepted this invitation before the con- 
vention,” said Mr. Bryan, “for, desiring to 
celebrate labor day somewhere, I knew of 
no better place in this country or in an y other 
country. I appretiate the Opportunity that 
has been given me to join in the celebration 
of this day here, and review this magnificent 
parade. | 

‘“T believe In ‘the obsérwanceé of this day. 
I believe in it because I think that we ought

“There is an ideal of life that needs to be 
cultivated in every land, and that is that 
greatness js measured by service, and on 
labor day Wwe are made awaré anew of the 
great service that is rendered by those who 
toil with their hands.

Importance of Organization. 


‘It ig appropriate that the observance of 
the day should be in the hands of those who 
are organized as toilers, for organization is 
important among the employés; as well as 
among the employers. 

“The interest in the labor organization 
ie increased by the fact that the labor organi- 
zation helps those who do not belong to it as 
well as thope who do belong tof, And the 
labor organizations help those who do not 
belong to therm whether they are anxious to 
be helped of not. 

‘Some of our great industries can, through 
trusts, monopolize the benefits of their or- 
ganization, but no organization that has for 
its object the improvement of the conditions 


under whieh me labor can monopolize the | 


benefits of the organization. For every im- 
provement in the hours of labor, in the terms 
of labor, in the wages of labor, ormin the con- 
ditions under which the laboring man works 
all these improvemente ultimately reach 
the unorgamized as well as the organized 
labor. 

‘*T am glad to be here, the guest of organ- 
ized labor, because I want to pay due tribute 
to those who, by organizing and bearing the

Chats with Committeenien. 


While the parade passed Mr. Bryan chatted 
at intervals between acknowledging cheers 
with the members of the labor reception 
oommittee. At the appearance of the pack- 
ing house teamsters he smiled. 

‘“T pell ta those people,” he eaid, recalling 
his herd of! seven cows on the Lincoln farm. 
‘ They are fine looking men.” 

Four mules in the parade alsp pleased him 
as being ‘Semblems of the party,”’ and a 
float carrying two huge safes brought to 
his mind the government guarantée of bank 
deposits. “' It must be that; we don’t need 
such big ofes for the campaign funds,”’ he 
remarked. 

A feature of the parade was a six horse 
team which stopped directly in front of the 
reviewing stand. Pach horse bore the name 
“Taft ’’ in big brass letters on hig collar, and 
even Secretary Nockels of the Federation 
of Labor looked uneasy until it Was discoy- 
ered that the team and wagon were owned 
by Taft Bros., local team owners. Then 
every one laughed. 

Good Word for Police. 


Mr. Bryan also had a good word for the 
mounted police, who kept thé street open.

MAKES THREE SPEECHES.

East &. Louis; I., Sept. 7.—[Special. ]—

attention to labor legislation in Ilinols, say- 
ing: 

“In respect to its labor legislation Llinois 
rapidiy assuming one of the foremost 
places among American commonwealths. 
The completeness with which many) lines of 
industry are regulated in this state Dy legis- 
lation of this aharacter is illustrated by the 
laws relating to the coal industry. 
Safeguards for the Miner. 

“A law paseed by the last general as- 
gembly provided for the examination of 
miners to obtain the employment of men 
familigg with the details of this dangerous 
acoupation. Other laws of this character 
irovide for state mine inspectors; require 
he employment of one or more mine ex- 
aminers at each coal mine in the state with 
the duty of inspecting each morning the 
working places and roadways of each mine 
before the miners are allowed to enter there- 
in. In addition to the laws mentioned, a 
rule has been established by the joint action 
af the miners and mine operators providing 
for an eight hour day for ail classes of labor 
employed in mines.

Stevenson Speaks in Bloomington. 


Bloomington, Ul., Sept. 7.—[{Spectal.]—

AEROPLANE PLIES 81 MINUTES 


Delagrange Sets New Record in 
His Tests Near Paris. 


WRIGHT ALSO SOARS A BIT. 


Test at Fort Myer Shows Short Turns 
Easy to Make, 


PARIS, Sept. 7.—Leon Delagrange, pres!- 
dent of the Aviation club of France, today 
beat his world’s aeroplane record, made yes- 
terday. He circled the fleld at Isasy eighteen 
times, at an average height of thirteen 
feet, and remained in the air thirty-one min- 
utes. As his aeroplane touched the ground 
while making its first round, three minutes 
was deducted, making the official time twen- 
ty-eight minutes. 

M. Delagrange carried thirty liters of fuel 
essence in the machine’s tank, but was 
forced to discontinue his flight before all of 
it was exhausted, owing to interference 
of the lubricating oil with the sparking ap- 
paratus of the motor. 

M. Delagrange is confident he will be able 
to remain in the air an hour before the end 
of the week. 

Wilbur Wright, the American aeroplanist, 
does not appear disconcerted by M. Dela- 
grange’s record breaking performances. He 
said this morning: ‘ 

“Even if M. Delagrange covers fifty kflo- 
meters, he cannot fulfill thé coriditions re- 
quired by the Lazare Weiller committee, ac- 
cording to which he must fly at an altitude of 
twelve meters in the wind at a speed of over 
six meters asecond, M. Delagrange has still 
to demonstrate his ability to fly in the wind 
and travel at an altitude of twelve meters.” 


ORVILLE WRIGHT IN FLIGHT. 
Washington, D. C,, Sept. 7.—Orville Wright 
made a short flight in his aeroplane at Fort

Shaping the Eyebrows. | 

One can shaije the eyebrows with the fin- 
gers by constdntly smoothing and shapirg 
them into a’ delicate, curved line. If any 
hairs grow out of the proper line or become 
coarse and leng, they should be removed by 
the use of tweezers. Vaseline should be 
used on the eyebrows and lashes, if they are 
thin and scraggy.

Split Ends'of Hairs. 
It is essential for the proper growth of the 
hair that the split ends should be clipped off. 
The proper, and at the same’'the eastest way 
to do this, is to divide the hair into separate 
strands and work at it systematically. Begin 
at one side ‘of the front ahd treat one strand 
after the other around to the other side of the 
front. When the strand is twisted tightly, 
the hairs of. different length will stick out 
_go that they can be clipped readily with the 
scissors. Some people prefer to singe the 
hair, and this is done by passing a lighted 
taper quickly along the twisted hair ao that 
the ends of hair that are loose wi!l-be burned 
off. Unless this is done by an expert, howe 
ever, the other hairs are apt te become 
burned, and. thie-will make the hair ragged 
and uneven. 


Suggestions on Remodeling. 

Have you a last year’s fall or spring suit 
which requires only a few touches to make 
it suitable for wear this fall? If your suit is 
of pongee or some lightweight material, why 
not follow the fad which began this sum- 
mer and introduce a bit of color and change 
by using colored cretonne far trimming?

Others, however, they say, 
check the. Waybills for undercharges only, or 
at least do not provide for refund of such 
charges ap soon as found, but wait for claims 
to be presented, anc in the event that no 
claim is presented by the shipper retain 
the money wrongfully collected. 

The committee wants the railroads to adopt 
gome provision under which expense bills 
will be corrected before any payment has 
been made, so that the needless annoyance 
of over or under charges may be avoided. 

The committee recognizes the fact that the 
jarge number of overcharges is no doubt 
gue in a great measure to the fear on the 
part of the bill cierks that they wil!’ not 
charge @ sufficient amount, and that there- 
fore they will use the higher of two or more 
tates when there is any deubt as to which 
vate applies.
